receiving a request for communications service, the request for communications 
service originating from a client communications device associated with a user, the 
request for communications service communicated via a communications network to a 
service provider:

communications networks to fulfill the request for communications service: and 
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accessing a segmentation profile stored in memory, the segmentation profile 
containing user preferences for presenting billing charges from the other service providers 
of the other communications networks .
